America (CIO) and of three Cana- 
dian meat-packing companies 
agreed that the union should re- 
quest Mr. Justice S, E. Richards of 
Winnipeg to call a further confer- 
ence in an attempt to settle the dis- 
pute over hours of work. 

MR. JUSTICE RICHARDS was 
appointed last October to help 
mediate a dispute which threatened 
to bring about a nationwide strike 
in the industry. He assisted in 
drawing up an agreement signed 
Nov. 2 by the union and the com- 
panies. 

Votes empowering a strike have 
been held in various western plants 
in the past few days, Fred Dowling, 
Canadian director of the union, said 
last night, however, that these bal- 
lots were simply to express accept- 
ance or rejection of company pro- 
posals. Dowling said the votes did 
not call for a strike but instead 
empowered the union to call a 
strike when the union deemed it 
necessary.

Price of Sugar 
Stays Unchanged 


OTTAWA, Jan, 23—(CP)—An ex- 
pected increase in the price of 
imported raw sugar will be absorb- 
ed through the sugar stabilization 
fund, built up over the last few 
years, with Canadian retail prices 
remaining unchanged, the prices 
board said last night. 

“There is no intention of authoriz- 
ing any increase in the price of 
sugar in Canada,” said a board 
statement, referring to a Washing- 
ton report that sugar prices in the 
United States will be raised by 
possibly a half-cent a pound next 
month to meet the anticipated in- 
crease. 

An increase in returns to Camna- 
dian sugar beet growers this fall, 
announced several weeks ago, also 
will be granted without increasing 
the price of sugar to consumers, 
The increased assistance on beet 
sugar will amount to 60 cents for 
every 100 pounds, the entire amount 
going to the growers to increase 
their returns by approximately $1.50 
a ton.

It is not the whole truth to say that 
Canada needs more houses. If the situation 
ig to be rectified, the additional houses will 
have to be available at rental or purchase 

rices which people of low and moderate 
incomes can pay. It would do no good to 
put up a million dwellings built on the scale 
of baronial castles, for most of them would 
have to stand empty. 

But modern houses such as Canadians 
are entitled to have cannot be built for 
what four-fifths of them can afford to pay 
ag rent or as buying price. Cheap building 
loans and long terms of payment are no 
solution of the difficulty. If building loans 
were interest-free, the cost of construction 
would put modern houses beyond the 
reach of people in the lower income brack- 
eta. Relatively few of these could hope to 
pay off the principal invested, either as 
rent instalments or as purchase payments. 

If real headway is to be made in break- 
ing the housing deadlock, one of two 
things must happen. Wages and other in- 
comes will have to be raised all along the 
line to a point that will make it possible 
for those needing decent and comfortable 
houses to buy or rent them. Or houses will 
have to be made available for rent or sale 
at less than the cost of building them, the 
national treasury standing the loss. 

A general boost of wages and other in- 
comes to the necessary level is not practic- 
able, But it is practicable to subsidize the 
building of modern houses, enough to bring 
their rental and sale value down into keep- 
ing with the incomes of would-be renters 
and buyers. That has been done elsewhere 
and can be done in Canada. No other way 
of meeting the emergency has been sug- 
gested, And it is an emergency that has 
to be dealt with. 


Tide-Over Allowance 


It is officially stated that between Jan- 
uary 22nd and iebruary 20th, 64,000 men 
will return to Canada from overseas. Up 
to the end of December 225,000 had been 
brought back. Thousands more returned 
between New Year's and the 22nd of Jan- 
uary. By February 20th the total number 
repatriated cannot fall below 300,000. 

Without suggesting that everything 
was done that could have been done to 
open up jobs in advance of this great in- 
crease in the labor supply, what wonder 
if there is unemployment on a fairly large 
scale in many centres? This is mid-winter, 
and the closing of war industries had to 
coincide with the return of the men from 
the services. Unemployment was just 
bound to result, regardless of foresight 
and of anxiety on the part of dischargees 
to find work for which they were suited. 

The Minister of Veteran’s affairs said 
some time ago that many returned men 
were disinclined to accept the benefit al- 
lowances which have been provided to tide 
them over the period between discharge 
and finding employment, They, he said, 
thought this looked like accepting charity. 

It is nothing of the kind. Parliament 
made these grants available knowing it 
was inevitable that in many cases there 
would be delay in finding employment. 
The money is ear-marked for that specific 
purpose, not as a gift, but as deferred 
wages which were fully and honorably 
earned. Nobody will think worse of a re- 
turned man who goes to the employment 
office and asks for his interim allowances. 
They are his. He is entitled to them. Par- 
liament expected and intended him to ac- 
cept them. The public wants him to do so, 


The World State 


There is a general acceptance of the 
doctrine that fot only is some form of a 
world state necesary, but that the eventual 
organization of mankind into a single polit- 
ical entity is inevitable. 

One respected eastern publication, 
whose utterances are usually logical and 
well-reasoned, goes so far as to say this: 

“A world state is an obvious part of 
the evolution of the human race. The 
fourrdations were laid when two families 
of primitive man decided to pool their 
interests. The whole history of the human 
race has been, since then, one of slow pro- 

ress to increased co-operation of ever 
arger groups of human beings, following 
the eternal pattern of evolution, which pro- 
vides for ever larger groupings, combined 
with constant efforts of smaller groups to 
maintain their own independence”’. 

This is highly fallacious reasoning, In- 
deed, it is not obvious at all that a world 
State is an inevitable part of human evolu- 
tion. The fact that human beings evince a 

eneral disposition to group themselves 

to larger divisions does not offer any 
evidence that they possess a disposition to 
form a single group. 

For the astonishing thing about evolu- 
tion is not that its impulses are repetitious, 
but that its impulses are so amazingly 
variable, The greatest work of evolution is 
not the maintenance of species, but the 
creation of new species, 

There ie absolutely nothing in the his- 
tosy ef evolution which indicates that its 
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processes will follow the pattern of ex- 
apes If that were so, the world would 
populated by super-dinosaurs and not 
by the infinite variety of species that have 
evolved since dinosaurs disappeared. 

Because human beings manifest the 
tendency to unite in groups, it does not 
follow that they possess the urge to unite 
in a single political order. 

It is both unwise and dangerous to as- 
sume that the world state will be achieved 
by natural processes and without consider- 
able effort and sacrifice and self-discipline 
on the part of men. 


| Moscow Asks Inquiry 


Russia wants the Security Council to 
investigate the reasons for the presence of 
British troops in Java and Greece. Their 
presence in those areas, the Moscow dele- 
gates described as violation of the United 
Nations Charter, as threatening the peace 
of the world, and as involving interference 
in the affairs of non-British countries. 

As a member of the Security Council 
Russia is in a position to place these views 
before that body and will no doubt do so, 
whatever may be the reaction in the As- 
sembly. That Britain will object does not 
seem remotely probable. It has no territor- 
ial interests or other axes to grind in either 
place. The troops were sent into both areas 
with the knowledge and agreement of the 
Allies—into Java at the express direction 
of the Allied high command. 

It will be satisfactory to other powers 
that Russia has thus early taken its stand 
a interference by one country in the 
affairs of another. That is precisely what 
Iran delegates say Russia has been doing 
in the northern province of that country. 
It has been suggested that Moscow is point- 
ing to Greece and Indonesia in order to 
divert attention from Azerbaijan, or to 
establish a claim that it is doing no more 
and no worse than Britain is doing. 

Be that as it may, the cases are near 
enough parallel that Russia can have no 
fault to find if the Azerbaijan situation is 
also brought under investigation. That in- 
quiries into all three situations will pro- 
ceed is to be supposed. And perhaps also 
into the propriety of the announced inten- 
tion of the United States to permanently 
hold certain strategic islands which for- 
merly belonged to Japan. 


The EAM, which was fighting British 
troops in Greece a year or so ago, is now 
backing the government in its attempt to 
preserve order. This extreme left-wing 
group differs with the ministers on many 
things, but not on the question of whether 
an orderly condition is preferable to an- 
archy, 


Von Ribbentrop will have to find a new 
lawyer.

Patterson, refusing to show his 
credentials, telephoned the nearest 
town and asked the local head of 
OZNA to come over and see him. 
The OZNA chief soon arrived, 
apologized for the actions of his 
subordinates, was given a drink, 
and left. 

The incident appeared to be clos- 
ed but, the next day, OZNA agents 
reappeared and arrested the

| UNDOUBTEDLY it is this second 
consideration which bulks the 
greater in the mind of the premier 
| of Ontario, As to the necessity of 
agreement—Yes. On terms which 
| he believes would destroy Confed- 
eration—No, For this reason his 
refusal of the Dominion’s proposals 
is not attributable to whim or par- 
tisanship. 

Apart altogether from the dif- 
ficulties and complexities of the 
times, Mr. Drew perceives in this 
conflict much more than a Toronto- 
Ottawa squabble. His appeal is to 
history, to the traditions of our 
federal system, to the Fathers of 
| Confederation. He casts himself, 

with all sincerity, in the role of the 
| defender of the constitution—of 
our way of life. 

It is this second considération 
which provides the basic under- 
pinning for the whole of Mr. 
Drew's case for this reason it merits 
careful presentation and considera- 
tion, 

At the outset of his proposals, 
Mr. Drew declares that in seek- 
ing the advancement of*the na- 
| tional welfare, “our constitutional 
background must be recognized, 
and the’ special considerations 
which greatly affected the form of 
consitution under which Canada 
became a nation must always be 
| borne in mind.” The proposals by 
the Dominion that the provinces

City police, armed with a robot | 
headlamp tester, have opened a 
drive against motorists driving with | 
glaring headlights. Members of the | 
traffic squad have been ordered to | 
|keep a sharp lookout for cars with | 
badly adjusted lights and two men 
are being assigned to full time 
headlight checkup. 

FIRST MAN to be caught in the 
drive was Harry Fedor of Leduc, 
who was fined $5 and costs when | 
he appeared in city police court) 
Tuesday afternoon charged with 
driving with glaring lights. He was 


apprehended in the city Monday 
evening. 

Sgt. Woodwards of the traffic 
squad stated Tuesday that the 


minimum required headlamp power 
is 6,000 candlepower for ordinary | 
lights and 7,000 candlepower for | 
the sealed-beam type. The beam of | 
light must drop at least four inches 
in 75 feet and at that distance from 
the car must not be more than 42 
inches above the ground. The 
lights must illuminate the road for 
a distance of 300 feet. 

MEMBERS OF THE traffic squad 
are issuing a summons against any- 
one found driving with lights that 
are above the horizontal limit. 
Motorists whose lights are level, or 
whose lights are weak, are being 
warned. Police officials point out, | 
however, that the warning period | 
will not be lengthy and all motor- 
ists are advised to get their lights 
checked immediately. 

The robot tester, a hand-held in- 
strument weighing only a few 
pounds, records the “drop” of the | 
headlight beam, the candlepower 
of the lights and also indicates if 
the lights are twisted or have a 
faulty reflector that will cause the | 
light to shine upwards or to one | 
side. It has been used by the 
RCMP for a considerable time. |

TRY DIFFERENT GLASSES and 
cups, small ones, large ones, thick- 
trimmed glasses, cups with handles 
and without. One never knows 
which one may strike the child's 
fancy at the moment. 

Present the milk either at the be- 
ginning or the end of the meal, and 
see at which time the child is most 
hospitable to it. 

Let him pour the milk from 
bottle or pitcher into cup or glass. 
This lends it added interest.

Dr. Hellstedt, who Is visiting In 
Edmonton this week, was the first 
woman to graduate from the Uni- 
versity of Alberta in medicine. She 
received her PhD. frem the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, and later took 
post-graduate work at Harvard. 
From there she was sent on a 
Rockefeller Foundation fellowship 
to Hamburg, Germany, where she 
met her husband, a Swedish indus- 
trialist, She has lived in Sweden 
for 15 years, and has come to ad- 
mire its people's taste in beautiful 
everyday things. Her address was 
so colorful that many persons pres- 
ent expressed a desire to visit 
Sweden. 

“IN 1900 SWEDEN’S interest in 
culture began to build up, and since 
then exhibitions in stores, schools 
and other public places have been 
arranged in an effort to further 
improve the public’s taste, People 
from all society look at the ex- 
hibitions, and are rapidly becoming 
artistic and critical. 

“Beautiful vases, tapestries and 
other decorations are produced 
cheaply, so even the poor can afford 
them. Many young couples haunt 
the exhibitions where suitable 
things can be bought for little 
money. A course in “Art History” 
is given in all the universities, and 
covers handicraft. Women in this 
branch earn excellent salaries. 
Girls who are practical with their 
hands and not in study take hardly 
any theory, and some well-known 
artists have never attended high 
school. Many of the artists are 
native Finns and Russian refugees,” 
the speaker said.

This means individuality for the 
purchaser, Special shops make a} 
great success of hand-woven 
doilies, or the making of exquisite 
furniture, In Sweden there are also 
about 20 pottery shops. They are 
very primitive, and one on the west 
coast has operated since 1610, They 
are consulted about their creations 
from all over the United States, the 
speaker said. 

“IN REGARD to art, schools for 
15 years have had rotating exhibi-| 
tions of modern paintings. Every 
person gets an opportunity to see! 
them, and most every one would 
prefer to study the young artist to 
the old master. 

Reg designers contribute old 
oriental styles as well as modern 
ones, The modern ones are more 
suitable to be hung on the wall 
since they shed wool. Many women 
with fair ideas for design have a 
good living by making suits for 
men and women, The necessary 
cloth is woven, dyed and sent to the 
purchaser, The textile alone costs 
about $10, and is almost impossible 
to wear out.

Committee of the Northern Alberta 
Division of the Navy League of 
Canada was held in the Macdonald 
hotel Tuesday evening when Mrs.

Total number of ditty bags ship- 
ped to Atlantic and Pacific ports 
was 10,144, of which number 3,481 
were filled in the workroom from 
monies donated by the Navy 
League, private individuals and 
groups and 3,168 were donated by 
the Women's Institute. 

Knitted articles totalled 34,355—- 
the WI made over 7,000 of them; 
quilts, 1,400, of which 1,359 were 
given by the WI; jerkins, 536, 96 
per cent were sent in and made 
by the WI; afghans, 45, 38 were 
made by the WI. The Women’s 
Committee received a cash dona- 
tion of $5,500 made direct to J. C. 
McDougall from the WI to pur- 
chase 2,500 jumbo sweaters; stuffed 
toys, 2,341, again all made by the 
WI, and 343 scrap books; 14 cases 
of survivors clothing; nine feather 
pillows, four feather cushions, fur, 
gramophone records, and four tons 
of magazines were shipped monthly 
by Mrs. Maurice Kline of the 
Council of Jewish Women, 

THE SUM of $3,974 has passed 
through the treasurer's books, 
either to fill ditty bags or an out- 
right donation for merchant sea- 
men, the latter were passed on to 
Mr. McDougall, 

Work commenced in October 1941 
and that year 860 ditty bags were 
despatched but in 1944, the Banner 
Year, 3,057 were sent and no bags 
were taken in after December, 1945, 
so that the total of 1,929 for 1945 
is actually only for half a year. 

A conservative estimate in dol- 
lars and cents appears to be $27,- 
511 spent for the Navy League,
